1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Leong Lei on 9/26/05. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In lines 3-4 of claim 4 the phrase "a wheel of the bicycle being mounted 
with" has been deleted since the wheel is not shown; 
In line 4 of claim 4 the phrase "for the gripping of has been changed to 
-being disposed to be gripped by- for grammatical purposes; 
In line 6 of claim 4 the phrase "protruded out a locking" has been 
changed to -protruded out with a locking- for grammatical purposes; 
In line 7 of claim 4 the phrase " 'C shaped" has been changed to -C- 
shaped-; 

In lines 7-8 of claim 4 the phrase "a top and bottom of the locking section 
are formed into elongated hole which passes through from top to bottom" 
has been changed to -an elongated hole passes through from top to 
bottom of each locking section- for grammatical purposes; 
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In line 9 of claim 4 the phrase "the elongated" has been changed to 
-each elongated- to clarify as to which elongated hole Applicant intends 
to refer to; 

In lines 1 0-1 1 the phrase "bottom edge of the braking main body are 
respectively formed into screw holes corresponding to the elongated 
hole of the locking section of the securing seat" has been changed to 
-bottom surface of the braking main body are respectively formed with 
screw holes to correspond to the respective elongated hole of the 
respective locking section of the securing seat- to clarify as to which 
elongated hole and locking section Applicant intends to refer to; 
In line 3 of claim 5 the phrase "formed into locking" has been changed to 
-formed with locking- for grammatical purposes; 
In line 8 of pg. 2 of the specification "these" has been changed to -this-; 
In line 10 of pg. 5 of the specification "X-axis" has been changed to ~a- 
since the X-axis is not labeled; 

In line 1 3 of pg. 5 of the specification the phrase "Y-axis" has been 

changed to -a~ since the Y-axis direction is not labeled; 

In line 3 of pg. 7 of the specification the phrase "protruded out a locking" 

has been changed to -protruded out with a locking-; 

In line 5 of pg. 7 of the specification the phrase "section 52" has been 

changed to -sections 52-; 
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In line 7 of pg. 7 of the specification the phrase "wheel axle" has been 
changed to -wheel axle 70B-; 

In line 1 1 of pg. 7 of the specification the phrase "combination face 61" 

has been changed to -combination faces 61-; 

In line 18 of pg. 7 of the specification the phrase "the X-axis distance of 

the" has been changed to -a distance from the- since the X-axis is not 

labeled; 

In line 20 of pg. 7 of the specification the phrase "the inclined angle of Y- 
axis with" has been changed to -an inclined angle with- since the Y-axis 
is not labeled; 

In line 9 of pg. 8 of the specification the phrase "X-axis or Y-axis's 
rotating angle" has been changed to -with respect to the disc 70- since 
the X and Y axes are not labeled. 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: in figure 3 the wheel axle has been labeled with reference 
character -70B- to correspond to the changes in the specification as set forth in the 
marked-up copy of figure 3 attached with this Examiner's amendment. In order to avoid 
abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above agreed upon 
drawing changes. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: US Patent 
6945369 to Chen shows in figure 2 a securing seat having a substantially "C" shape, but 
fails to disclose the limitation of an elongated hole passing through from top to bottom of 
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each locking section with one locking section being at the top end of the securing seat 
and the other locking section being at the bottom of the securing seat and wherein a 
long axis of each elongated hole is extended in the same direction of a wheel axle. 
Accordingly, claim 4 is allowable over the prior art of record. Claim 5 is allowable due to 
its dependency from claim 4.
